Dear Delegate Conway and Committee Members:

The Maryland Department of the Environment (MDE or “the Department™) has reviewed House Bill 1240
- Creation of a State Debt — Baltimore City — Long-Term Care at Stadium Place. We would like to
express our support for this bill.

The Stadium Place is a retirement community located in Baltimore City. This legislation calls for
creation of a State Debt up to $350,000 to be used as a grant to the Board of Directors of the Govans
Ecumenical Development Corporation (GEDCO), for improvements to the Stadium Place water
distribution system. This bill as proposed requires the grantee to provide 100% match, using non-state
funds. Since October 2009, some residents and employees of the Stadium Place have experienced health
related issues that could be attributed to the water distribution system serving the property. The
Department concurs with the GEDCO’s recommendation to improve the distribution system. It is
imperative to have the improvements implemented as soon as possible, since the water quality, combined
with the vulnerability of the elderly residents, place them at a higher risk to legionella and other infectious
diseases associated with microbial contamination from drinking water.

Thank you for your consideration. We will continue to monitor House Bill 1240 during the Committee’s
deliberations, and I am available to answer any questions you may have.
